Lynx  Soccer 


The  Lynx  soccer  team  finished 
this  record-setting  season  with 
an  11-5  record.  The  11  victories 
set  the  team  mark  for  most  wins 
in  a  season  and  the  squad's 
.6875  winning  percentage  was 
also  a  team  record. 

Under  the  direction  of  head 
coach  Mark  Howard,  the  club 
also  set  records  (kept  since  the 
soccer  program  was  reinstated  in 
1990)  for  the  most  goals  scored 
in  a  season  (47),  most  assists  in  a 
season  (32)  and  most  shutouts  in 
a  season  (6).  The  team  also  al- 
lowed the  fewest  goals  ever  in  a 
season  (22)  and  set  a  mark  with 
a  goals-against  average  of  1.375. 

Mike  Franzone  was  an  offen- 
sive workhorse  for  the  Lynx.  His 


three  goals  against  Blackburn 
College  tied  the  LC  single-game 
goals-scored  record.  In  addition, 
he  leaves  Lincoln  College  with 
marks  for  most  goals  in  a  career 
(28)  and  most  points  in  a  career 
(58). 

Jose  Rodriguez  also  helped 
out  in  tying  the  school  record  for 
most  assists  in  a  career  with 
eight. 

Defensively,  goalkeeper  Brian 
Griffin  played  solidly  through- 
out the  season.  He  set  a  record 
with  five  shutouts  in  a  season 
and  in  his  career.  That  mark 
helped  him  set  the  record  for  the 
lowest  goals-against  average  in  a 
season  and  a  career  with  1.28.

In  a  season  head  coach  Mike  Ri- 
ley termed  "extremely  successful," 
the  Lincoln  College  golf  team  qual- 
ified for  the  National  Jimior  Col- 
lege Athletic  Association  national 
tournament  for  the  second  straight 
year. 

While  the  Lynx  rariked  as  high  as 
No.  14  in  national  standings,  the 
team  ended  the  season  19th  in  the 
nation. 

On  their  way  to  the  national 
tournament  in  Scottsdale,  Arizona, 
the  Lynx  golfers  compiled  an  89-13 
record  during  the  season  and  won 
the  Region  24  championship  for 
the  second  straight  year.

"It  was  personally  satisfying  to 
me  to  repeat  as  regional  champi- 
ons," Riley  said.  "Our  team  con- 
sisted of  four  sophomores  and  one 
freshman  with  only  two  rettimees 
from  the  national  team  last  year.." 

He  added  that  one  of  the  team's 
strengths  was  its  depth,  noting  that 
all  five  national  tournament  team 
members  won  tournaments  as 
medalists  during  the  year. 

The  strength  of  the  L.C.  golf  pro- 
gram has  not  gone  imnoticed  by 
four-year  universities.  Jeff  Sager 
transferred  to  the  University  of  To- 
ledo, a  Division  I  school  at  which 
he  will  continue  playing  golf.

The  Lynx  notched  a  re- 
spectable 21-11  won-lost  rec- 
ord this  season,  posting  eight 
more  wins  than  last  year. 

Tony  Marion  earned  the 
Most  Valuable  Player  award. 
He  averaged  18.4  points  per 
game  to  lead  the  team,  made 
59  percent  of  his  two -point 
field  goal  attempts,  shot  70 
percent  fi-om  the  fi*ee  throw 
line  and  averaged  8.4  re- 
bounds per  game. 

Marlon  Burton  finished  sec- 
ond in  scoring  average  with 
10.1  points  per  game,  and  led 
the  team  with  an  average  of 
9.4  rebounds  per  game. 

Paris  Parham  finished  as 
the  team's  assist  leader,  av- 


eraging 5.7  assists  per  game. 

Leading  the  way  from  the 
free  throw  line  was  Elvin  But- 
ler, who  hit  79  percent  (19  of 
24).  Chaim  Carter  was  right 
behind,  hitting  62  of  85  at- 
tempts (73  percent). 

Carter  and  Parham  also 
tied  for  the  team  lead  in  two- 
point  field  goal  percentage, 
each  hitting  63  percent. 

Overall,  the  team  shot  50.3 
percent  (956  of  1899)  from 
the  field,  including  801  of 
1470  (54  percent)  on  two- 
point  attempts.
